The value of the Elkton~ cold 
not be ascertained. It.is a United 
States shipping board vessel .and 
therefore is not-ingured by“a com- 
mercial insurance company... The 
Elkton’s tonnage was 9,600 dead 
tons, 6,318 gross and 4,674 net. 
It wag built by Skinner and Eddy 
in 1919 at Seattle. It was a steel 
serew ship and burned oil. 


Trouble Uncertain 


The nature of ‘the ship ‘trouble 
wag not learned, _further than it 
was in & full gale. The fuct that 
oil was found onthe water does 
not necessarily mean that the boat 
submerged. It ia customary in 
rough seas, such ag the Ellcton was 
sailing in, to spray oil oyer the sur- 
face of the water to quict the seas.

dorcs or contractors, As a nieans 
of vetting the desirable first hand 
touch, recognition. of trade unions 
is a first essential step. This may 
sound drastic: advice to some, 
especially as the unions in Shang- 
hai are seen. to be radiéal. But 
the policy of suppression has been 
tried, and proved a failure, Unions 
are there, whether they are re- 
cognized or not. ‘They work un- 
derground and do not have to as- 
sume responsibility for their ac- 
tions, If recognized, - they sre 
bound to exercise authority over 
their members, and their leaders 
can be‘held responsible, Whether. 
we like’ them or not,-he said, it is 
bad policy not to’ recognize them. 
A second method of immediate 
contact of workers and employers 
not yet tried in Shanghai, is the 
worke''s’ council. This is possilly 
a.very new idea for Shanghai. It 
does not mean participation in con- 


‘trol on the part of the workmen 


till such cum be done’ with advan- 
ftiige ta the industry. It. does, 
‘however, meat better understand- 
ing between, an employer and hig 
workers. It-is the channel for the’ 
explanation of the policy “of the 
organization. By it, the motive 
of employers in certain action, so

NO.CHANGE.OF POLICY * 
CONTEMPLATED. 


London, Feb. 22, 


In the . House of: Commons, 
questioned .as- ‘to -whether the 
rubber restriction policy is to be 
continued after November 1st ‘and | 
what alterations were contem- 
plated thereafter, Mr. L. S: Amery 
said that as long as the conditions 
under whieh the present scheme 
was in operation., remains sub- 
stantially the samic, .such, for 
instance, as the aren of reatric- 
tion, he did not ‘propose to suggest 
that. the Governmenta ‘for Ceylon 
and Malaya showld suspend the 
restriction ‘measures or materially 
to modify the present regulationa. 


KOWLOON ROBBERY. 


CHINESE WOMAN TURNS 
‘DETECTIVE. — ; 

A Chinese woman turned detec- 
tive after her ‘house at Kowloon 
Gity had-been ransacked by armed 
men, and, as the'result of her en- 
quiries, she succeeded in locating 
one of the men in Hongkong. 

This man, Lau Sui, was charged 
before the acting Puisne Judge, 
Mr, J, H. B. Nihill, at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning, when Mr. 
T. S. Whyic-Smith prosecuted for 
the Crown. The prisoner is alleg- 
ed to have robbed Lau ‘Loi-kiu of 
a pair bracelets, five bangles, 
three finger-rings, two watches, a 
watch. chain, -a° neck chain, two 
pendants, two brooches, two gold 
pins, a string of pearls, and $210 
in money. He is alleged to -have 
srolen w pair of ear-rings, from an 
aman. 

Mr. ‘Whyte-Smith -—said-—Lau, 
together with her daughter and-an 
amtth, were eating their evening 
meal at No. 15, ‘Nga Tsin Long, 
Kowloon City, when, four men 
carrying daggers entered. They 
pushed the women into the kitchen. 
and bath room, after threatening 
them' with the -daggers. The 
prisoner, who was alleged to have 
done the ‘searching, wore a towel 
round his face, probably as a mask, 
but he later took it off and Lau 
was able to see his face, and, re- 
cognised him as avmah she knew 
by sight. / 

Although the matter was report- 
ed to the police, the woman madé 


. re es . h ees bs 
enquiriés on ‘her own, and pointed 


out the prisoner to a“ Chinese 
searcher in Queen’s Road Last. 
Mr. Whyte-Emith added that it 
seemed to be entirely a question 
of identification, and the: prisoner 


had been identified-by the daughter- 


of the complainant. 
The case is proceeding.

FLEET. . 


THREE SHIPS RETURNED, 


The laying-up of the ships com- 
prising the fleet of China’s 
premier shipping concern, ag a 
protest against forcible seizyre 
Ly the Chinese authorities of both 
North and South, has had some 
‘effect in. k partial return’ of the 
torinage ‘commandeered, it’ was 
Jearned by a Telegraph reporter. 
thia. morning. . i : 

Recently, it was announced tha! 
as a-result of fortible diversion, 
or military purposes, of a num- 
ber of, the China, Merchants 
Steam Navigation. vessels plying 
on the Yellow River, and of. the. 
forcible detention of a number of 
other boats of the Company's ‘fleet 
at Canton, the Company's officials 


‘|haddecided.to cease all opera: 


tions, and this was carried out. 


Since then, the Hongkong office |‘ 


has received. “information to the 
effect that at least three of the 
China Merchants ‘steamers on the 
Yangtsze have been returned by 
the Northern military leaders. 
There. have been -no further 
developments, however,. with re- 
gard.to the ships held at Canton. 

The. China Merchants Steam Na- 
vigation Company - owns, ‘or had 
owned, a flect. of about 30 vessels, 
and the tonnage now being render.

STEAMER MISHAPS. — 


KWONG "FOOK GOES 
AGROUND. 


With regaid to the mishap 
ateamer 
Kwong Foon ‘and another West 
River boat, a more detailed report 
is mow ‘to hand, ‘and, in - the 
light of this, it woutd appear 
that weather conditions, and a 
difficult stretch of the river, had 
much to do with the. piracy scare 
created by the sight of these vessels 
lying in a positiin indicative of 
deep distress, : 

The Kwong Foon, ‘necording to 
the story, brought back by the 
crew, left Wuchow on Friday night 
to return to Hongkong, and, early 
the following morning, ran inte a 
dense fog. When, this, fog later 
cleared, the Kwong Fook Cheong, 
another well-known. river boat, 
was observed to have gore out of 
her bearings and have grounded 
ona field-bank. Her forepart was 
also observed to haye been damag- 
ed, and if was a very awkward 
situation in which she was placed. 

An atlempt to tuke the Kwong 
Fook Cheong having failed, both 
vessels fired guns as signals of dis- 
tress, and, such are the piracy 
fears in these waters nowadays, 
that the Chung On, another of the 
vessels owned by the -same Hong- 
kong Company, on observing the 
two honts ds. she passed - down- 
stream on her way to -Hongkong, 
assumed that it was another case 
of steamers having fallen «into 
pirdtical hands, ‘and reported’ the 
ineident as such to the. first gun- 
bout-she met. Ae 

This turned out to be a British 
warship, but a Chinese ,, gunboat 
also proceeded from-Canton to. the 
scene of “the mishap, which was 
near Tin Ho. It is assumed that 
they are still standing by, until 
the Kwong Fook Cheong is refloat- 
cd, a3 a precaution “against the 
danger of an attack by pirates, re- 
garding which there is lively ape 
prehension in these waters, 

The Kwong Foon belng thug re- 
lieved from a necesbary duty, re- 
sumed her trip to Hongkong, but 
before. long met with a mishap 
similar to the ease of the ship ‘she 
had just left. The Kwong: Foon 
grounded near Lan Sha, and was 
unable’ to. refloat. On Sunday 
morning she was still in that posi- 
tion ‘when. provisions ran out, 
Fortimately, that same night, -the 
Kweng Hong, another of the Sai 
Hing Company’s steamers, came 
up, and assisted the Kwong Foon 
off her dangerous, position. This 
was carricd “out with great dif- 
ficulty, but was eventually asuc- 
cessful, enabling the Kwong Foon 
to return to Hongkong, at five 
o’clock on Monday afternoon. No 
damage’ resulted from the accident, 
and the Kwong Foon aguin left on. 
another up-river-trip yesterday 
i /t.ernoon. :
